THE BRIDGE DELEGATION. 


Mayor McCauley returned from Ottawa 
on last night's special, and expresses him- 
self as very confident that a sum of $50,000 
will be placed in the supplementary 
estimates for the bridge at Edmonton. He 
reached Ottawa on the evening of March 
14th, and Mr. Kirkpatrick, who left him at 
North Bay for Toronto, joined him on the 
18th. Their stock of ammunition included 
the resolution of the public meeting held at 
Edmonton at which the delegates were 
selected; resolution of the public meeting 
held at South Edmonton; letters from Mr. 
Maloney and others, St. Albert, and F. 
Fraser Tims, Ft. Saskatchewan; amount of 
of freight crossing the river at Edmonton 
during the year; amount of money paid for 
freight at Edmonton station during past 
year: resolutions of the Patrons of Industry 

at the meeting held at Edmonton, 
etter from President Van Horne; letter 
from Sir Donald Smith; letter from Lieut- 
Governor Kirkpatrick, of Ontario; and 
petition circulated three years ago and 
signed by 500 residents of the Edmonton 
district. C. C. Chipman, commissioner of 
the H. B. Co., was in Ottawa, and supported 
their representations. They met a number 
of members of parliament, particularly 
those who had visited Edmonton, and 
they expressed themselves strongly in favor 
of the bridge and promised every assist- 
ance in their power towards it. They also 
saw Mr. Laurier, leader of the opposition, 
who expressed himself favorably towards 
the project. On Monday, March 19th, the 
delegates saw the Minister of the Interior, 
who said he would see that an amount was 
placed in the supplementary estimates, and 
advised that the delegates wait on the 
other members of the cabinet as well, so as 
to strengthen his hands. They then called 
upon Hon. Mackenzie Dalecll, and were 
well received. The minister promised to 
support the appropriation. They next 
called wpon Hon. J. A. Ouimet. He was 
strongly of opinion that the town should 
bear a share of the cost. He produced the 
plans and_ specifications made by Mr. 
Gouin. These are for an iron bridge of 
about 600 feet in length with five spans, the 
cost of which would be about 866,000. 
Mr. Ouimet thought, however, that with 
the late reduction in the price of 
iron the present cost of the bridge would be 
considerably less. Mr. OQuimet finally agreed 
to ~ Ye an appropriation for the bridge. 
Hon. Mr. Costigan was next seen, the dele- 
gates being introduced by his son J. R. 
Costigan of Calgary. 
afilable and favorable, as were also Hon. 
Messrs Tupper, Caron and Angers. Hon. 
Mr. Ives, who visited Edmonton last sum- 
mer agreed with the delegates that a bridge 
was badly needed and promised 
strongly support the necessary appro- 
priation.

Funds were low owing to the proposed re- 
ductions in the tariff. In reply to this 
argument the delegates pointed out the 

sibility of securing the construction of a 

ridge on a land grant if the cash was not 
available. At the conclusion of the inter- 
view the minister said that an amount would 
be placed in the supplementary estimates. 
Hon. Mr. Haggart dia not seem favorably 
disposed towards the project but finally 
said he would not vote against it. After 
these interviews the delegates again waited 
on the minister of interior and reported the 
result. He stated that all had been done 
that could be done and he was satistied that 
theamount would be placed inthe supplement- 
ary estimates. The Edngpien then felt justi- 
fied in returning home. Ottawa was full of 
delegations from all parts of the country on 


all conceivable subjects, not less than 400 


being there when Messrs. McCauley and 


Kirkpatrick left, with the number increasing 


every day. Mr. McCauley thinks the Ed- 
monton delegates were fortunate in getting 


down as early as they did, thereby receiving 


a better hearing than had they gone later. 
They started for home on March 29th. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick will probably arrive on Mon- 
day's train, he having called at Toronto on 
the return journey.
